As we ready to celebrate 
the Fourth of July on Satur¬ 
day, it’s worth remembering 
the words President Kennedy 
spoke at Philadelphia’s Inde¬ 
pendence Hall a little more 
than five decades ago. 

“The theory of indepen¬ 
dence is as old as man him¬ 
self, and it was not invented 
in this hall,” he said, “but it 
was in this hall that that the 
theory became a practice; 
that the word went out to 
all, in Thomas Jefferson’s 
phrase, that The God who 
gave us life, gave us liberty 
at the same time.’” 

While a lot has obvious¬ 
ly changed since the Decla¬ 
ration of Independence was 
signed 239 years ago this 
week, I think our Founding 
Fathers would still feel right 
at home during the holiday’s 
traditional festivities. They 
also would recognize that the 
challenges we face now as a 
nation may be different, but 
that what we seek to protect 
and promote - freedom, both 
here and abroad - has not 
changed. 

It’s worth noting that 
Kentucky has several major 
ties to that long-ago era, even 
though we were still not yet 
a state. Lexington, for ex¬ 
ample, is believed to be the 
second community outside 
of the 13 original colonies 
to celebrate the signing of 
the Declaration of Indepen¬ 
dence. That event came just 
a day after the first in Mari¬ 
etta, Ohio, in 1788. 

Kentucky actually was 
home to that timeless docu¬ 


ment for several years, when 
federal officials decided dur¬ 
ing World War II that Fort 
Knox would be a much safer 
place to keep it temporarily. 

The Battle of Blue Licks 
in what is now Robertson 
County, meanwhile, is con¬ 
sidered by many to be the 
Revolutionary War’s last 
skirmish. Although it did not 
affect the war’s outcome, its 
casualties did include Daniel 
Boone’s son Israel. 

A little more than a year 
ago, the Kentucky Historical 
Society unveiled a marker 
commemorating Daniel Mor¬ 
gan, a brigadier general who 
was one of the Revolutionary 
War’s top leaders. Morgan 
County is named after him, 
as is Morganfield in Union 
County and Morgantown in 
Butler County. 

His son-in-law, Presley 
O’Bannon, also played a ma¬ 
jor role in American history 
as the first soldier to raise our 
country’s flag over foreign 
soil during a time of war.

Taylor returns to Viet Nam after 48 years

As has often been noted 
in these pages, our communi¬ 
ty is blessed with many folks 
who quietly go about their 
service in the world, making 
it a better place to live today 
than yesterday. Westcliffe 
resident Ron Taylor is one of 
those people. 

Recently returned from 
a 12 day trip to Viet Nam in 
March, Taylor, US Marine 
Corps veteran and current 
chaplain licensed with Burn¬ 
ing Bush Ministries, has had 
an “indescribable” experi¬ 
ence which he says he will 
“probably be processing for 
the rest of the year.” 

How and why he trav¬ 
elled there is an adventure 
in faith, compassion, and his 
willingness to be lead where 
there is need. 

After returning to West¬ 
cliffe some years ago “with¬ 
out a clue” as to where his 
life might be headed, Taylor 
entered what was then a mar¬ 
tial arts office co-housed with 
a branch of the Dave Roever 
Foundation programs for re¬ 
turning combat veterans. As 
a black belt karate instructor, 
veteran, and chaplain, Tay¬ 
lor was simply curious about 
this odd combination. How 
often does one see a quote 
from the Hebrew scripture 
prophet Isaiah in the window 
of a martial arts school, along 
with veterans services? 

Little did Taylor know 
that he would be lead from 
that encounter into a leader¬ 
ship role with a ministry to 
combat veterans that would 
come to engage his own re¬ 
turn to Viet Nam after 48 
years. 

In 2012 a Roever Foun¬ 
dation event too large to be 
hosted at their Eagle Summit 
Ranch facility off Bear Ba¬ 
sin and Boneyard Park roads 
northeast of town, gathered 
instead at Horn Creek Ranch. 
Taylor had been asked to 
serve as a chaplain and pre¬ 


senter for the five day event. 
The first Viet Nam veteran to 
have gone through these recon¬ 
necting experiences, Taylor for 
the first time heard “Welcome 
Home!” at the graduation exer¬ 
cises concluding the program. 

Since then Taylor has 
gone on to present in these 
Roever Foundation programs 
throughout California, Texas, 
and Colorado. As he engaged 
further with returning veter¬ 
ans from Iraq and Afghanistan, 
he became even more deeply 
involved with concerns for 
returned Viet Nam veterans. 
“When we returned from Viet 
Nam,” Taylor notes, “there 
simply were no programs of re- 
introduction to life here.” He 
recalls his own all-too-typical 
experience in 1969, when at¬ 
tending a basketball game in his 
Kentucky home town. A group 
of young adults he had grown 
up with called down from the 
stands, “Hey Taylor! How 
many babies did you kill?” 
That was his chilling welcome 
home event. 

Continuing conversations 
with Dave Roever resulted in 
Taylor’s being asked to be¬ 
come co-director of the Viet 
Nam outreach programs for 
the Foundation’s far flung and 
expanding ministries. Taylor 
responded “Yes!,” quickly fol¬ 
lowed by “How?” 

His co-director is Rupert 
Harrell, a former staff member 
with, and continuing friend of, 
the Roever Foundation. Harrell 
is himself a Viet Nam veteran, 
shot down four times as a crew 
chief during his combat tenure 
there, and the holder of two 
Purple Hearts and a Bronze Star. 
The “Welcome Home” events 
they provide for Viet Nam vet¬ 
erans include return visits to the 
country where they fought and 
were wounded psychologically 
and physically. The March trip 
was Harrell’s 45th return to 
Viet Nam, and Taylor’s first. 

“When I got off the plane 
that night in Da Nang, I reflect¬ 
ed on my having arrived there 
in the daylight 48 years earlier.” 
This time escorted to a hotel 
with all modern conveniences 
and a very comfortable bed, 


nearly a half century ago Taylor 
deplaned under a jungle can¬ 
opy, entering into his deploy¬ 
ment passing weary and battle 
scarred soldiers on their way 
home. Later, he spent a night 
in Da Nang in flak jacket and 
helmet, covered with mosquito 
netting, levelling his M-14 into 
hostile territory. 

Taylor acknowledges that 
he was “apprehensive” about 
returning to Viet Nam, even 
though he has undergone con¬ 
siderable healing over the years 
since his military service. An 
odd, or even graceful moment 
of his trip was the realization 
that his arrival date, March 11, 
coincided exactly with the day 
in 2002 when he surrendered 
himself to “whatever God had 
in store for me.” The trip went 
up from there. In Hanoi, for 
example, he and another of the 
returning veterans had a chance 
encounter with a former Viet 
Nam Army trooper who remind¬ 
ed them that “We fought each 
other—for what? Now we fight 
together for another cause,” 
the compassionate healing of 
profound spiritual wounds and 
painful memories. 

“The newer generations 
there,” Taylor says, “have a dif¬ 
ferent perception of the war and 
its turmoil. We were welcomed, 


even thanked for the things 
we are now able to do.” That 
includes the establishment of 
hospitals and schools, and 
the training of pastors and 
church workers throughout 
Viet Nam. 

“Of course the same is 
true now in this country,” 
Taylor added. “There is 
more respect for the military, 
and for veterans from the 
Viet Nam era.” He is modest 
about his own healing part in 
this turn of events, yet it is 
clear that ministries such as 
his own shared service have 
contributed to the changed 
sensitivities across American 
culture.

dation.org And of course if 
you’re fortunate enough as 
this reporter to catch Tay¬ 
lor between events, you can 
leam from him yourself of 
these quiet, life changing 
services. “My joy comes 
when the miracles happen,” 
Taylor concluded, noting 
how combat veterans young 
and old find faith and new 
peace in their lives through 
these retreat events.

State fire marshal reminds 
Kentuckians to ‘proceed with 
caution’ this Independence Day 

Pay attention to local ordinances 


Kentuckians are encour¬ 
aged to attend a community 
celebration this Fourth of 
July holiday. 

Kentucky State Fire 
Marshal Bill Swope advises 
families to let the profession¬ 
als entertain you. 

“Setting off fireworks at 
home runs the risk of injury 
and may also run the risk of 
violating local ordinances 
and state law,” Swope said. 
“Citizens should be aware of 
potential prohibitions against 
celebrating with fireworks 
as local governments can set 
their own fireworks ban.” 

If you insist on celebrat¬ 
ing at home, Swope says that 
safety and supervision are 
keys to a successful, injury- 
free celebration. 

Recommended safety 
tips from the National Coun¬ 
cil on Fireworks Safety fol¬ 
low: 

• Obey all local laws re¬ 
garding the use of fireworks. 

• Know your fireworks; 
read the cautionary labels 
and performance descrip¬ 
tions before igniting. 

• A responsible adult 
SHOULD supervise all fire¬ 
work activities. Never give 
fireworks to children. 

• Alcohol and fireworks 
do not mix. Save your alco¬ 
hol for after the show. 

• Wear safety glasses 
when shooting fireworks. 

• Light one firework at a 
time and then quickly move 
away. 

• Use fireworks OUT¬ 
DOORS in a clear area; away 
from buildings and vehicles. 


• Never relight a “dud” 
firework. Wait 20 minutes 
and then soak it in a bucket 
of water. 

• Always have a bucket 
of water and charged water 
hose nearby. 

• Never carry fireworks 
in your POCKET or shoot 
them into METAL or GLASS 
containers. 

• Do not experiment with 
homemade fireworks. 

• Dispose of spent fire¬ 
works by wetting them down 
and place in a metal trash can 
away from any building or 
combustible materials until 
the next day. 

• Federal Aviation Ad¬ 
ministration regulations 
PROHIBIT the possession 
and transportation of fire¬ 
works in your checked bag¬ 
gage or carry-on luggage. 

• Report illegal explo¬ 
sives, like M-80s and quarter 
sticks, to the fire or police 
department. 

According to state law, 
people under 18 cannot sell 
fireworks unless supervised 
by a parent or guardian, peo¬ 
ple under 18 cannot purchase 
fireworks, fireworks cannot 
be used within 200 feet of 
a structure, vehicle or other 
person; and fireworks cannot 
be sold to anyone who is un¬ 
der the influence of drugs or 
alcohol. 

In addition, local vendors 
and citizens are required to 
comply with any and all lo¬ 
cal ordinances that apply to 
the sale, purchase and use of 
fireworks.

HYPERACTIVITY OR 
IMPAIRED VISION? 


As increasing numbers 
of diagnoses have made 
“attention deficit hyperactivity 
disorder” (ADHD) one of 
the most common childhood 
disorders, researchers have 
wondered if it is being over 
diagnosed or misdiagnosed.

With nearly two-thirds of 
Americans considered over¬ 
weight or obese, many of 
us would love a magic bul¬ 
let to help us instantly shed a 
couple of pounds so we can 
look and feel better. Unfor¬ 
tunately, that magic potion 
or pill doesn’t exist, despite 
the various marketing efforts 
you see online or on televi¬ 
sion that promote products as 
weight loss cure-alls. 

These types of cure-all 
products have been around 
for hundreds of years and 
continue to attract people 
looking for an easy way to 
improve their overall health. 
The Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration considers any product 
to be fraudulent if it is mis¬ 
leadingly promoted as being 
effective against a disease or 
health condition but has not 
been scientifically proven 
safe and effective. 

Not only do many of 
these products not work and 
are financially draining, but 
they also could cause serious 
health problems. Recently, 
the FDA found more than 
100 weight-loss products, il¬ 
legally marketed as dietary 
supplements, containing the 
ingredient sibutramine. This 
was the active ingredient in 
the prescription weight-loss 
drug Meridia, which was 
pulled from pharmacies in 
2010 after studies showed it 
was associated with an in¬ 
creased risk of heart attack 
and stroke. 

While it can be difficult 
to understand tricky market¬ 
ing ploys, common market¬ 
ing schemes or phrases that 
tend to send off warning sig¬ 
nals include: 

1. Personal testimonies 

2. Products that offer 
quick fixes, such as “Lose 30

other relatives an important 
resource that will ultimately 
benefit the relative children 
they care for,” he said. “Kin¬ 
ship care is vital as we ensure 
that every Kentucky kid has 
a family, and this new tool 
provides support for relatives 
who are parenting again.”

Bracken/Mason/Robert¬ 
son County USD A Farm 
Service Agency (FSA) 
Executive Director CED 
Chuck Whitehead, announced 
that the nomination period for 
local FSA county committees 
began on June 15, 2015. 
Nomination forms must be 
postmarked or received in the 
Bracken/Mason/Robertson 
County FSA Office by close 
of business on Aug. 3, 2015. 

’’County Committees 
are unique to FSA and allow 
producers to have a voice 
on federal farm program 
implementation at the local 
level,” said CED Whitehead. 

To be eligible to serve on 
the FSA county committee, 
a person must participate 
or cooperate in an agency 
administered program, be 
eligible to vote in a county 
committee election and reside 
in the Local Administrative 
Area (LAA) where they are 
nominated. 

This year, nominations 
and elections will be held 
in LAA 2, 4 and 7, which 
includes, Brooksville, Wil¬ 
low, Powersville, Milford, 
May’s Lick, Sardis, Shannon, 
Mt. Olivet, Kentontown. 

Producers may nominate 
themselves or others as 
candidates. Organizations 
representing minority and 
women farmers and ranchers 
may also nominate candid¬ 
ates. To become a nominee, 
eligible individuals must sign 
form FSA-669A. The form 
and more information about 
county committee elections 
is available online at: www. 


fsa.usda.gov/elections. 

Elected county com¬ 
mittee members serve a 
three-year term and are 
responsible for making 
decisions on FSA disaster, 
conservation, commodity 
and price support programs, 
as well as other important 
federal farm program issues. 
County committees consist 
of three to 11 members. 

”It is important that 
county committees are 
comprised of members 
who fairly represent the 
diverse demographics of 
production agriculture for 
their community,” said CED 
Whitehead. ’’All producers, 
including women, minority 
and beginning farmers and 
ranchers are encouraged to 
participate in the nomination 
and election process.” 

FSA will mail election 
ballots to eligible voters 
beginning Nov. 9. Ballots 
are due back in the Bracken/ 
Mason/Robertson County 
Office by mail or in person 
no later than Dec. 7, 2015. 
All newly elected county 
committee members and 
alternates will take office 
January 1, 2016. 

“Nominating potential 
county committee members, 
voting for candidates and 
serving on the committees 
are truly services to 
your community and the 
agriculture industry,” said 
CED Whitehead. “County 
Committee members make 
important decisions on 
how federal farm programs 
are administered locally to 
best serve local needs and 
interests.”

down from noble and sublime 
idealism to ridiculous and “can 
you believe this?” It began 
in Washington D.C., (where 
else?).
